Capt. T. Il
Clarke, of the Camden bar, appeared
for the defense. Counsel demurred to
the indictraent on the ground that a
chareh is not such a house the break-
ing and entering of which will amount
to barglary. Thi€ demurrer the Court
overraled, and the defendant entered a
plea of not guilty. The jury empan-
elled to try the case found the defend-
ant guilty of burglary and recom-
mended him to the mercy of the Court.

Presentment of the Grand Jury.
Ta the Honorable Wm. H. Wallace,

Presiding Judge:

The grand jury for the Febrnary
Term, 1885, of the Court of General
Sessions respecifully present:

That they have duly considered the
several cases snbmitted to them by the
Solicitor, and have embodied their
conclusions in the bills of indictment
upon which théy have already made
return.

They have examined the offices and
records’ of the Clerk of Court, the
Judge of Probate, the Sheriff, the
County Auditor, the County Teasurer,

The State wvs. Sandy -Robertson;

the School Commissioner "and the
County Commissioners, and the resalt
of the examination is entirely satisfac-
torv. It is proper to say, however,
that the present grand jury bas not
undertaken any minnte examination
into the transactions of the offlcers
mentioned. The duty of making such
inquiry was devolved upou a commit-
tec of the last grand jury, and the
result of the investigation is shownin
the report of that committee. This
report exhibits a state of affairs which
must be as gratifving to the taxpavers
of the County, as it is creditable 10
our public officials. It shows that
each of these has discharged his frast
with an eye single to the interests
committed to his keeping. As the
report contains matters of general in-
terest to the people of the Couuly, we
recommend its publication.

The anunual reports of the County
Commissioners, the School Comunis-
sioner aud the County Treasurer have
been submitted to us, and we find in
them nothing calling for special pre-
santment.

A committee of our body have ex-
amined the County Poor House, and
they report it to be properly managed.
The inmates are well provided for,
and they seem content with the treat-
meuot they receive. The total number
of inmates is 31, distributed as follows:
White adults, 10; shite. children, 8;
colored adults, 9; colored children, 4.

The County jail is in excellent order,
and the prisoners are humauely treated.

The public reads, so far as we have
been able to ascertain, are, as a gene-
ral thing, in fair condition. The Board
of County Commissioners seem im-
pressed with the importance of giving
due attention to the roads and bridges
throughout the Couty, and it is hoped
that their efforts will result in continn-
ing the improvements made under the
administration of their predecessors.

The causeway on the west end of
Bell’s Bridge is reporied to be in bad
condition. The causeway near Brewn’s
Bridge is said to be in dangerous con-
dition. Douglass’s Bridge over Little
River needs repairs, the abntwent oun
the north end being in bad condition.
We recommend these matters to the
early attention of the County Commis«
sioners.

The Trial Jnstices, with few excep-
tions. have snbmitted to us their books,
and we find them all neatly and prop-
erly kept. Those Justices who have
not, during the present term of Court,
presented their books for examination,
are reminded that it is important that
they do so at the next term of Court.

The grand jury beg to acknowledge
the assistance given them by the Solic-
itor and the presiding Judge, in the
discharge of their duties. Respect-

To the Honorable the Presiding Judge
of the General Sessions:

The committee appointed under the
general orders of the Counrt of Fes-
sions, at the September term, 1884, to
wit, S. W. Broom, J. T. Terrace and
T, E. Smith, for the pnrpose of exam-
ining the books and accounts of the
several public officers of the Couniy,
with authority to employ an expert if
they deem it necessary, respectfully
report:

That, together with an expert, whom
they thought it advisable to emplor.
they have examined the books an
vonchers of the Clerk of the Court,
Sheriff, Judge of Probate, County
Treasurer, County Auditor, School
Commissioner, Connty Commissioper,
Coroner and Trial Justices.

They find that the Clerk of the Court
has proper vouchers for the large

and that he is due on sundry accounts
the sum of ¢wo thousand and eighty-
{wo and 43-100 dollars, all of which is
deposited to his credit in the Winns-
boro National! Bank. They fird also
that on sundry accounts he has over-
paid the sum-of one hundred and fifty
and 37-100 dollars.

They find that the Sheriff has proper
vouchers for the amounts paid out by
him, and that be is due on sundry ac-
counts the sum of one hundred and
eighty-six and 87-100 dollars, all of,
which he has on hand deposited in his
iron safe.
gaThey find that the Jndge of Probate
has proper vouchers for the moneys
expended by him, and that on sundry
accounts he is dne the sum of twentys
eight and 13-100 doliars, all of which
he has on haird secured in his iron safe.
They find also that he has overpaid on
sandry accounts the sum of fifteen
and 51-100 dollars.

They find the records.and compli
cated business of the County Commis-
siomers in good condition and their
vouchers correct. )

They find the multitudinous accounts
of the Countv Treasurer properly kept
and his payments corresponding with
the orders drawn on him by the Coun-
ty Commissioners and School Commis-
sioner. :

They find the records of the County
Auditor, School Commissiener and
Coroner properly kept.

The books of all the Trial Justices
were submitted and found to be prop-
erly kept.

The Committee, upon & farther in-
vestigation of the law governing Trial
Justices, are constrained to believe
that, notwithstanding the’ large dis-
crepancy that exists between the fines
paid in and the fees collected, the
fanlt, if any there be, rests with the
law and not with the Trial Justices.
